Th an interview Hon, W. A 
Gordon commented on the press 
statement issued Thursday by 
Mayor Davison of Calgary, to 
the effect that immediate action 
was being taken by that city to 
deport some 250 or 300 single 
unemployed aliens who were 
being benefitted by the Calgary 
unemployment relief scheme 

“While any municipality in 
Canada is perfectly within its 
rights to request the deportation 
of such persons wherever they 
are public charges,” he said, “I 
believe that it would be rather 
an unfortunate procedure. There 
are many such persons who may 
now be receiving assistance as 
public charges because of the 
present depression who might 
make very desirable citizens if 
allowed to remain in this coun- 
try until the depression 
passed.”

“The pregent and future pros- 
perity of India,” says this pre- 
amble, ‘will best be promoted by 
a federal union of all India

the working of the union.” 

When the preamble had been 
read an endeavor was made to 
| insert in it the word “Dominion”

It was pointed out, however, 
that the preamble was not like 
that of a parliamentary bill; it 
was merely an introduction and 
}did not lay down a principle. 
Questions of principle would 
arise during discussion of the 

ints themselves. In this sense, 
he preamble was adopted.

TRY CANADA NEXT 


The salmon-canners of British Colum- 
bia also complain that the Soviet is put- 
ting a crimp in their business abroad. 
Russia, it seems, has dumped a million 
cases of canned salmon in the British mar- 
ket, at cut rates, and the British Colum- 
bia canners are left with a huge supply on 
hand, and a puzzle as to what they can do 
with it. 

The canners have one advantage at 
least over the wheat-growers. ‘The home 
market is not by any means “saturated” 
with their product. Canadians have, in 
fact, been foregoing the allurements of 
the succulent salmon and allowing eighty 
per cent of the pack to be eaten abroad— 
most of it in Great Britain, As the result 
of the shut-out there, the B. C. canners 
have about 2,000,000 cases for which buy- 
ers are not in evidence. 

The export market having been lost, 
how would it be for a change to develop 
the consumptive possibilities of the home 
market? Canadians used to eat canned 
salmon in enormous quantities. It was a 
common article of diet in most Canadian 
households. But not of recent years. 
Consumers abroad bid higher than the 
Canadian consumer was prepared to go, 
and the salmon went abroad. 

Why not modify the price, do some 
advertising, and exploit the Canadian ap- 
petite once more? Who knows but that 
canned salmon might return after many 
vears to grease the Canadian picnic sand- 
wich and grace the table of the Canadian 
home? 

THE PAYING GUEST 

Addressing the Canadian Chambers 
of Commerce in Toronto, an economist 
representing one of the great Canadian 
banks gave the delegates some interest- 
ing figures to show what the tourist traf- 
fic is worth to communities through 
which it flows, and to the country at large 
when the tourists come from abroad. 

A convention held in a Canadian city 
was attended by 275 delegates from the 
United States. These visitors gave the 
speaker a signed statement that their ex- 
penses during the convention for hatel ac- 
commodation, meals, clothes, souvenirs, 
amusements and incidentals amounted to 
$90 per head, or a total of $24,750. 

This increase in business was a “wind 
fall” to the community in question, and the 
money left by the visitors was in effect 
“found” money. They took nothing away 
with them that in any way depleted the 
permanent resources of the country; their 
expenditure was an addition to the nor- 
mal business operations of the place; and 
if they enjoyed their visit they doubtless 
will be responsible for a good many other 
tourists from the United States visiting 
that locality in the future. 

Edmonton as yet knows little experi- 
mentally of the benefits of tourist traffic, 
and practically none of the benefits of ca- 
terimg to motor tourists from the United 
States. The above figures suggest a rea- 
son why the people of this city, and of all 
centres in central and northern Alberta, 
should urge the early completion of the 
Jasper highway; and why, to that end, 
they should energetically back the pro- 
posal that the Provincial Government ap- 
ply for a grant from the federal Trans- 
Canada fund with which to bring this 
work to an end next season, 


LOWER LICENSE FEES 

Several U. F. A. locals are urging that 
the motor car license fee be reduced to a 
somewhat nominal sum, the gasoline tax 
being relied upon to bring in an amount 
of revenue as large as can be properly 
collected from the users of automobiles, 

The proposal is by no means new, but 
if it is backed by the U. F. A. convention 
there will be a better prospect of results 
being secured than there ever has been, It 
is safe also to assume that there has been 
a steady growth of public opinion favor- 
able to such a change in policy, and that 
its adoption would meet with little if any 


! 


tion im upon gasoline sales might not 
be verified by the event. Experience has 
shown that people write many more let- 
ters when postage stamps cost two cents 
than when they cost three, It might be 
found that reducing the lecense fee would 
result in more licenses being sold, and in 
more gasoline being used and more gas 
sale taxes being paid. 

In any event, the gasoline sale tax 
now brings a very large sum into the pro- 
vincial treasury, a sum that is growing 
rapidly and steadily, and which will un- 
doubtedly continue to grow. Nor has 
there been any objection to the principle 
that a driver should contribute to the up- 
keep of the highways in proportion as he 
uses them, as he does when he pays in 
proportion to the amount of gasoline he 
buys. 

A WHEAT BONUS 
The United Farmers of the three 
rairie provinces are asking the Domin- 
on Government to establish a fixed price 
for wheat of one dollar a bushel at point 
of shipment. 

In other words, the Government is be- 
ing asked to pay the grower a cash bonus 
equal to the difference between the mar- 
ket price and the fixed price. On Thurs- 
day wheat was worth 61 cents at Fort 
William. The spread between the market 
and fixed prices, on that basis, would 
average somewhere between 40 and 50 
cents per bushel. 

The Canadian consumer could be made 
pay a price for flour equivalent to dollar 
wheat. The foreign consumer could not 
be made to pay. On an export total of 
200,000,000 bushels the bonus payable 
from the national treasury would amount 
to something between $80,000,000 and 
$100,000,000. 

This sum the Canadian taxpayer 
would have to supply, in addition to pay- 
ing for his flour a price that would repre- 
sent double the actual price for wheat. 
The ultimate result would be that the for- 
eign consumer would eat cheap Canadian 
wheat, the Canadian taxpayer paying half 
what the grower got for it. 

Incidentally, the bonus would bring 
our export wheat into conflict with the 
dumping laws of other countries, on the 
ground that it was being offered abroad 
at less than the going price at home. In 
so far as this oocutrel our market abroad 
would be curtailed, and the value of wheat 
further reduced. 

That parliament could be got to vote 
any such sum for the purpose is not at all 
likely. If relief is to be granted by the 
payment of a bonus, this will certainly 
have to be calculated on a much lower 
rate. The prospect of getting help in 
that way would have been better if the 
rate asked had been substantially smaller. 
To ask the impossible is to invite disap- 
pointment.

| Health and Diet Advice

THE CHANGE IN VIEWPOINT 

People are largely getting over their rev- 
erence for mysterious remedies. Many a doc- 
tor has given a patient some ill-smelling drug 
with injunctions to take half a teaspoonful 
after meals, and then told the patient to go 
to bed early and not to worry, knowing all the 
time that the rest and confidence would do 
the pes’ more good shes all the drugs he 
could concoct, But he gave the drug because 
he knew that the patient wanted to take 
something, and would not think the doctor 
was a good doctor unless he did something for 
the patient which the patient could not do for 
himself. 

This viewpoint is changing. People know 
it is quite common for a lawyer to charge a 


large fee for giving advice even without tak- | 


ing a case into court. An architect charges 
for giving advice and making plans, It ts just 
as reasonable that a doctor should charge for 
giving advice which may save a patient's life, 
or a large hospital fee even if he does not 
perform an operation or give a lengthy pre- 
scription. He need no longer be ashamed to 
advise simple, harmless remedies, such as en- 
emas, hot and cold applications, exercise, sun- 
baths, correct diet, massage, relaxation and 
psychology—-remedies which in over ninety 

er cent of the cases are far more effective 

nm more extreme measures, 

Sometimes I have been accused of advising 
“Grandmother” remedies, Be that as it may, 
the fact remains that they are effective in 
nine owt of ten times. I firmly believe that 
many orthodox specialists would do a lot more 
good in the world if they would adopt a few 
more of these same “Grandmother” remedies, 
themselves, They might not be able to collect 
such large fees, but I am sure that the satis- 
faction that they were adding to human hap- 
piness would mhke up for the deficit. They 
would have to do more work, but the added 
exercise would improve their circulations and 
make them feel better and think more clear- 


y. 

The other day I was called in consultation 
on a case in a hospital, Three surgeons had 
said that an operation was imperative to save 
the patient's life because of a bowel obstruc- 
tion. I examined her and said that I thought 
it a good plan to keep the patient under obser- 
vation a few days and to give her two colon 
irrigations each day. The result was that the 
patient felt so much better in a week that she 
went home and has been improving ever since. 
Do you think that the surgeons thanked me 
for showing them that the simple method 
worked out better? Well, anyhow, I made 
friends with the patient and her family, and 
that is what really counts. 

T am glad to know that most doctors sin- 
cerely try to look out for the patient’s inter- 
ests, and that the money-grabbers are the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. In every city 
you can find doctors who use diet, water ap- 
plications, electrical treatments and simple 
measures, Surgery is useful and often necess- 
ary, but it should not be used when it is not 
needed, Some day I am sure that all success- 
ful doctors will be of this opinion, and not 
recommend an operation until all other meth- 
ods have first been tried,

Strain |

It is a truism that it is not 
work but worry that kills. 

As I write, I mentally call 
the roll of men I know who go 
to their work with an air of 
nervous and physical exhaus- 
tion, and not one of them ts 
carrying an unusual load 
either of responsibility or of 
wi 


ork. 

Virtually all of the men I 
know who are carrying unus- 
ually heavy responsibilities 
and doing an enormous 
amount of work have a look of 
health and a lightness of 
heart that make them wel- 
come visitors in any circle, 

James Gordon Gilkey, jn his 
Solving Life's Everyday Prob- 
lems, suggests four ways to 
conquer the sense of strain 
that kills a hundred men for 
every one that overwork 
breaks down viz: 

First, we must stop pitying 
ourselves. 

If we corvince ourselves 
that our job is impossible, that 
the schedule of duties is be- 
yond our power of execution, 
that the breaks are all going 
against us, we fall into a habit 
of self-pity that renders us 
impotent. 

Second, we must arrange 
our tasks intelligently. 

If we should list in advance 
every duty and every deed we 
have to face and do in a 
month, we could easily con- 
vince ourselves that no human 
being could yg! such a load, 
But granted an intelligent or- 
ganization of our time and 
work we should discover at the 
end of the month that we had 

robably dane twice as many 
hings as we had listed. It is 
when we fail to attack crisply 
and in organized fashion our 
work that our work rides us 
instead of our riding our work, 
and a sense of overstrain ap- 
pears. 

Third, we must overlook tri- 
vial annoyances, 

Nine times out of ten, when 
we fee] strain and worry at 
the end of the day, it is due 
not to a major problem but to 
a minor annoyance, 

Fourth, we must decline to 
assume responsibility for sit- 
uations we cannot control, for 
we but squander precious en- 
ergy in worrying over situa- 
tions that are beyond our con- 
trol anyway. 

Here, again, I submit are 
four counsels that the nation 
would do well to take to heart 
as it faces the current econo- 
mic situation, Let's stop pity- 
ing ourselves. With our re- 
sources and our genius for or- 
ganization, our heads should 
be up. Let’s stop moaning 
about depression in general, 
and attack crisply and in or- 
ganized fashion a few elemen- 
lary issues such as higher 
wages, shorter hours, and 
lower prices that will lift the 
buying power of the masses, 
and before long we shall won- 
der why we suffered depres- 
sion in the midst of plenty. 
Let's stop wo g about 
minor dark spots our busi- 
ness statistics, reserving our 
snesetee oe the few major 
problems which we can and 
must solve. Let’s not waste our 
energy on worry about situa- 
fions beyond our control, but 
centre our energies on the few 
basic economic situations we 
can correct if we will.

“This situation has arisen 
mainly from the fact that no full 
cargoes have been fixed for the 
United Kingdom and Europe 
during the past month, It is 
stated that all parcel space to 
talling about 2,500,000 bushels 
has ben taken up for December, 
that it will be impossible to get 
any tram tonnage here from 
Europe for at least six weeks 
“Once the elevators in Van- 
couver approach thelr maximum 
capacity, the flow of wheat to 
the coast will have to be cut off, 
At present there are around 11,- 
088,000 bushels in storage here, 
while the railways have been un- 
loading about 400,000 bushels a 
day and ships carrying away 
only about half the amount. 
“Nine ships are in port now to 
load 1,304,534 bushels and book- 
ings for the balance of 
month are only 481,333 bushels 
The declared okings for De- 
cember, 80 far, are 970,660 bush- 
els to the United Kingdom and 
Europe and 1,133,334 bushels to 


the Orient. 
“January bookings are only 
261,333 bushels for the United 


Kingdom and Europe so far.”
